The town of M adison was in co rp o r­ 
ated A pril 5, 1824 and named after the 
fourth president of the United States 
It was made a city in 183* and grew 
very rapidly until the iinancial crisis 
of 187:5, when all the ie b to r class of

lost their property, in­ 
cluding those in the th riv in g city of 
M adison. 
It was in Novem ber, 1853, 
th at I first beheld this city from the 
cabin of a steam boat
